STUMP UP! 


No one can blame Mr. Nigel Hannen for speaking 
out on the subject of builders’ unpaid bills. At a con- 
servative estimate they reckon they are owed £100 
million.

In The Times report this reasonable enough appeal 
was followed by denials from local authority spokesmen 
that Mr. Hannen gave a true picture. 

One said that the usual procedure was for local 
authorities to pay builders at least 90 per cent. of the 
money owed on completion. “A year then elapsed, 
the ‘maintenance period’, after which the remaining 10 
per cent. was paid.” 

The usual maintenance period is only six months 
anyway and I don’t believe Mr. Hannen was making 
a fuss about nothing. In fact I feel sure that if 
challenged the N.F.B.T.E. could publish a black-list of 
tight-fisted authorities, among them even the L.C.C. 

Most builders believe from their own experience that 
local authorities like their money to earn interest until 
it is prised out of them. But I have known country 
builders who were extraordinarily dilatory in sending in 
a bill. This practice may have harmed the more 
business-like firms. 

There is not much architects can do I imagine beyond 
signing the certificate, but the quantity surveyors might 
be able to do a lot, especially if they remember that 
if the builder takes on too much work he has a penalty 
clause in his contract. 


HOME JAMES 


And now it is Lord Mancroft who has a smack at 
modern architecture. 

Opening the new H.Q. of the Incorporated Associa- 
tion of Architects and Surveyors on February 27, the 
Joint Parliamentary Under Secretary, Home Office. con- 
gratulated the I.A.A.S. on choosing a house in Belgrave 
Square designed by George Basevi instead of “one of the 
inverted egg-boxes or beer-crates which some members 
of your profession are now justifying in the unrivalled 
opportunity given them in the rebuilding of the City 
of London”. 

Then came the now famous yarn about showing his 
“overseas cousin” round London. When they came to 
the Festival Hall his cousin “looked quietly at it, 
then turned to me and said ‘Mancroft, let us summon 
a cab and drive slowly to the Albert Memorial’.” 

Shouldn’t it have been the Albert Hall? 

If the ‘overseas cousin’ is Australian by any chance 
he should beware of Benelong Point for one day he may 
see a “beer-crate” on that too. 

I remember being told a story of a man making his 
first trip to the States. Coming on deck when his ship 
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was steaming up Long Island Sound this man caught 
sight of the skyscrapers of Manhattan. He was so 
shaken that he refused to land and waited aboard for 
the ship to turn round and go home. 


AUSTRALIA ADVANCES 


The mention of Benelong Point brings me to the 
current exhibition at the R.1.B.A. where those who have 
decided to have a stab at the Opera House Competition 
will see several good views of the splendid site in 
Sydney Harbour. 

Since the war the R.I.B.A. has held quite a number 
of exhibitions showing architectural progress in not-so- 
friendly countries. I was one of those who were 
impatient for similar recognition of the work of 
Dominion architects. 

Looking round “Architecture in Australia” I now 
have to admit that it was the right policy to wait until 
there was something really worth while to show in the 
post-war style. 

The exhibition was opened last week by the High 
Commissioner, Sir Thomas White, who made a sensible 
and tactful speech. 

The P.R.I.B.A. read a telegram from the P.R.A.LA.. 
Mr. E. J. A. Weller, who has written the preface to the 
catalogue. I will give two quotations which give the 
clue to this excellent exhibition. 

“For the spectacular and unusual there is little repre- 
sentation, and the exhibition will also say little about 
the mass of merely competent building, amongst which 
inspired architecture appears all too rarely. That which 
is shown tells of ways of life, of ambitions, of hope, of 
achievements and of memories. . . 

“It would be wrong to suggest that the present-day 
Australian architect is not influenced by overseas work. 
just as it would be wrong to say that modern building 
owes nothing to the past. The Australian is a traveller. 
and most of the architects whose work is shown in 
this exhibition will have visited several European 
countries and many will have known North America 
as well.” 

I particularly appreciated the changes following the 
Gold Rush from shacks to mansions in the “Father 
struck it rich” style (1875-1891). In contrast to this 
exuberance the Ballroom of the Australia Hotel, Sydney 
(Stephenson and Turner), shows admirable restraint. The 
domestic work includes a number of houses that 
measure up to the current taste for unselfconscious 
excellence. Less good was the Olympic village. 

The exhibition, which I hope everyone will visit. is 
garnished with Australian greenery and includes some 
fabrics in such exotic colours as Ti-tree white, and 
Wattle yellow. 


YES, WE HAVE NO PREDATORS 


The Manchester Guardian, which published a photo- 
graph of the new chapel at University College, Ibadan. 
Nigeria, subsequently printed a correction to say they 
were at fault in their caption which stated that the 
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steel grilles to the chapel were intended “to keep out 
wild animals,” for “there are, of course, no wild animals 
to speak of in the thickly populated district of Ibadan: 
the grilles are intended for coolness . . .” 

Since my youth fewer and fewer African wild animals 
have come to be regarded as really dangerous and as 
far as I can understand only the rhinoceros is treated 
still with caution. 

I hope that the urbanisation of Africa will not eventu- 
ally end up with the Dark Continent looking like 
Europe with the heat turned up. 


VALEDICTORY 


Even the threat to reveal his identity to the few 
people who don’t know who he is failed to persuade 
Abner to commit suttee on my departure, and I can 
say ne more than that he is a semi-well-known figure 
who writes purely for money. 

I bequeath him to my successor with regret that I can- 
not take him with me to the “Upper House.” The 
faintly spiteful note that has crept in unconsciously is 
probably due to chagrin that I hadn't invented Abner’s 
nom de plume years ago when I wrote his column 
myself, for it is his column by right of conquest and I 
will remind you of—was it Sheridan’s words?—“easy 
reading makes damned hard writing’. I believe this 
to be true. 

I shall very much miss the weekly briefing of Abner 
in which I played the role of back-end of the panto- 
mime horse. I hope he will have an empty feeling. 

I shall also miss the editorial (expense account) 
lunches with the other regular contributors. 

As I look doubtfully at the prospect of trying to fill 
the yawning space which I cannot hope to do when 
Eric Bird leaves the R.I.B.A. for the B.C._—even my 
voice isn’t as deep as his—I leave the A & BN with 
George Mansell at the controls with the best wishes for 
its future.

Correspondence 


The Imperial Institute 


Sir,— May I, as a partner for many years with Mr. T. E. 
Collcutt, be allowed, through the medium of your paper, 
to express the horror I feel at the proposal to destroy the 
most important architectural expression this great Archi- 
tect created—The Imperial Institute—which was erected 
to celebrate Queen Victoria’s Jubilee? 

If this is allowed to happen, it will be a form of vandal- 
ism that will shock the whole artistic world. 

I was articled to Mr. Collcutt a few years after he 
completed his great work, and remained with him until he 
retired. Through so long an association I know how he 
valued the opportunity of giving his best with a spiritual 
value which great art always contains. 

Were he here now and I could tell him of the present 
proposal, I can hear him say: 

“Damn it, my boy, what has happened? Do you mean 

to tell me that there is not sufficient influence among 

my old friends, and indeed the public, to demand a full 
enquiry before the building is destroyed for ever? The 
very stones in the building I created, which contains my 
whole spirit, would cry out ‘Halt! Must expediency take 
the place of inspiration’. Who is it who says the building 
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cannot be incorporated in a new scheme of such magni- 
tude? How I wish that I were with you now to show 
the Authorities how it could be done.” 


It has been said that if the Board of Education has 
chosen the site as being the most suitable for their pur- 
pose, is it possible that the Architect has not been given a 
free hand so to compose his buildings to include this 
National Building in his composition? 

It has also been stated that the internal planning of the 
building would not be suitable for educational purposes. 
As a matter of fact, when all the internal partitions are 
removed there will be large areas of open floor space, and 
in addition an impressive Entrance Hall, Staircase and 
Assembly Hall. 

Surely such a building could fulfil useful administrative 
purposes when considering such a vast scheme. 

From my own knowledge of the plan and the construc- 
tion as originally carried out, the removal of all extensions 
and subsidiary buildings added after the building was 
completed would reduce the actual site area of the remain- 
ing structure and surely make it possible for it to be 
retained. 

All practising Architects, in dealing with large schemes, 
particularly those relating to educational and scientific 
buildings, fully realise, as time passes, changes in planning 
and construction are inevitable. 

It might easily be that whatever is designed for present- 
day use would be continually altered and added to, and in 
the end probably change the entire appearance and group- 
ing of the several units. Is it therefore not an advantage 
to have one important building which would be permanent, 
with its lovely tower as a dominent feature? 

Is it already too late for Government action to be taken 
and so save a building in an area which has so many large 
and varied buildings of national importance? 

“Where none admire, ‘tis useless to excel.”

Clerks of Works 


Dear Sir, 

Your interesting leading article on Clerks of Works in 
the February 23 number of the Architect and Building 
News does overlook the fact that, since 1936, 23 examina- 
tions for Clerks of Works have been held by the Institute 
of Clerks of Works, plus two, in 1942-3, for prisoners of 
war in Germany. 

The examination is in two parts, (a) Preliminary, in 
which the candidates have to answer two papers and 
attend an oral examination on their paper answers and 
knowledge of materials, and (b) Final, in which there are 
four papers to answer and an oral similar in principle to 
that attended by the (a) candidates. Candidates for the 
Preliminary examination have to be over 25 years of age 
and produce evidence of study; those for the Final have 
to be over 28 years of age and had supervisory experience. 
Each has to have practised a skilled trade. In all 1940 
candidates from all over Great Britain have taken the 
examination, about half for each part. Between 50 and 
65 per cent. pass. 

The Examination Board in London consists of two 
architects and one surveyor, who have been examiners for 
their own Institutes, and five senior Members of the Insti- 
tute of Clerks of Works who, in their time, have passed 
similar examinations. The examination is held in Edin- 
burgh and Belfast on the same date as in London and the 
Boards there are similarly constituted. 

In suggesting that an Association of which about two- 
thirds of the members are general foremen should organize 
an examination for Clerks of Works, Mr. Holloway was 
obviously unaware that such an examination is being held, 
and has been held for 20 years, by this Institute of which 
all the full Members are Clerks of Works.

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Appeal for Large Letter Box 
Apertures 


The Post Office in appealing for 
good size letter box apertures for new 
houses, is seeking the co-operation of 
architects, builders and local autho- 
rities. Many of the existing apertures 
are too small, and for private resi- 
dences the Post Office suggest 8in. x 

Large letter box apertures are an 
advantage to householders as well as 
to the postmen. Bigger letter packets 
can be pushed through them and the 
householder benefits by fewer jour- 
neys to the door at inconvenient 
moments. The postman does not 
have to wait for his knock to be 
answered and the time saved helps to 
get his letters delivered more quickly. 

An official at G.P.O. Headquarters 
said: “Catalogues for holidays, 
gardening and sales, and calendars 
and photographs are posted by the 
millions and if a letter box is 8in. x 
ldin. they can be delivered without 
bending them or _ bringing the 
occupant of the house to the door. In 
the building of a house the letter box 
is a trifling item, but it will be very 
important as long as the house lasts. 
A little thought in the beginning 
about having a good size letter box 
aperture will make a _ world of 
difference.” 


Technical Education 


Details of the Government's five 
year plan for technical education are 
given in a White Paper (Cmd. 9703) 
H.M.S.O. price 1/6. The building 
programme for technical colleges for 
1956-57 is to cost about £9m and a 
programme for 1957-58 of £15m is 
shortly to be compiled. The building 
programme for the whole five year 
period (England and Wales) is 
estimated as £70m with another £15m 
for equipment. For Scotland the com- 
parable figures are £10m and £2m. 


Builders to Study American 
Methods 


A group of 30 members of the 
Federation of Master Builders are to 
study building methods in the New 
York area during a visit from March 
16-31. The visit has been arranged 
by the London Region of the Federa- 
tion and will be led by Mr. W. T. V.

unemployment in the building in- 
dustry.

Quantity Surveyor: 
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Building Industry Faces 
Difficult Times 


Mr. Nigel Hannen, President of the 
N.F.B.T.E., speaking at the annual 
general meeting of the North Western 
Federation of Building Trades’ Em- 
ployers, held at Blackpool, on Feb- 
ruary 25, said: “It is quite clear that 
there are difficult times ahead for the 
Building Industry. The Credit Squeeze 
is already bringing about a slowing 
down in the building of houses for 
sale and in building work of all kinds 
carried out on behalf of private 
clients. Now the measures 
announced by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer will additionally result in 
less building work for the Govern- 
ment and the nationalised industries, 
and little or no new work for local 
authorities—beyond housing—for at 
least six months. 

“It was generally felt in the in- 
dustry that the Credit Squeeze, 
although not popular, might—perhaps 
with some modification — achieve 
something like the right result for the 
country’s finances, but the embargo 
now placed on local authority build- 
ing work and the curtailment of the 
Government's programme is a form 
of cure which can bring on troubles 
to which the Building Industry is 
particularly allergic.

Studentships. 
1955-56 


NE of these days the Board of 

Architectural Education may 
write a short memorandum for the 
benefit of the critics of the Prizes and 
Studentships. I feel this would be mast 
helpful to critics and also to those of 
us who visit the R.I.B.A. on this most 
important evening. It might well be 
argued that if the critic was informed 
of the line he had to take half the 
fun of the evening would be lost. 
Would it? We would at least know 
whether or not we were to be treated 
to a discourse or a criticism of the 
Prizes. 

I have attended this annual event in 
the students’ calendar for a consider- 
able number of years now and critics 
appear to fall into two groups. There 
are those who place themselves in the 
shoes of the competitors—the also- 
rans as well as the winners—and 
future aspirants, and give a criticism 
of all prizes and advice for the future. 
The other critics take the opportunity 
of delivering an address to students 
and then dealing shortly with the 
prizes. 

Which is going to be beneficial to 
architecture?; and to the prizes in 
particular? The general body of 
students who have not entered for a 
prize appear to favour an address and 
the entrants for the prizes naturally 
lean towards a criticism. My sym- 
pathies are with the latter, and critics 
would do well to remember that with- 
out entrants there would be no need 
for a critic. 

This year the critic, Grenfell Baines, 
treated us to an address. It was with- 
out doubt one of the best ever 
delivered at the R.I.B.A. on such an 
occasion. If you were not present you 
missed one of those all too rare jewels 
that are flashed before us. Now it is 
published in full in the R.LB.A. 
Journal read it and then make a 
detailed study of his advice. I cannot 
quote the whole of his speech but 
there are one or two pieces of advice 
I would like to pass on to you. They 
may not be the ones you would have 
chosen but, like Grenfell Baines, hav- 
ing reached the half-way mark, I can 
look both ways. 

“Nothing really worthwhile is to 
be got without effort and the fruits 
of experience are worth while. You 
may gather them slowly as you live 
your course and probably most of 
them will come to you in that way, 
but if you will stretch out you 
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might gather some now, as well. 
The fruits of experience very often 
have their roots in mistakes: you 
will learn by your own mistakes, 
but it may be less painful to learn 
by the mistakes of others, and, more 
important, will leave you a greater 
margin of time to achieve your own 
successes. 

Knowing something of Mr. Baines’ 
early days I realise that these words 
are spoken from his own experience, 
particularly “nothing really worth- 
while is to be got without effort.” If 
you put as much effort into your 
student days as he did you will 
become as well known for your archi- 
tecture. 


“Character is not born, is not a 
thing of the moment, the blast of a 
trumpet, it is a thing of time 
achieved out of effort. The desire to 
develop it may be congenital but 
without the effort through life it 
will merely remain wishful think- 
ing. So character in building is 
made by the highest possible effort 
—supercharged, or prestressed if 
you prefer, by sincerity—the highest 
possible effort to know and under- 
stand the purpose of the building 
and in so doing fulfil it.” 


On that vital question, design, he 
had the following to say: 


“To me good design is a balance 
over as comprehensive a range of 
considerations as is necessary in our 
day and age. From that I conclude 
that in spite of the striking advances 
of the last fifty years we have not 
yet seen a true revolution in Archi- 
tectural design. I would go further: 
though much 20th Century archi- 
tecture has been described as 
functional and there has been a 
popular belief that its inspiration is 
derived the functional 
approach, I cannot support that 
belief. That there has been a funda- 
mental change in design is true, but 
the revolution has been a technical 
and aesthetic revolution, tyrannously 
technical and intolerantly aesthetic. 

“One may forgive some intoler- 
ance in aesthetics, but submission 
to the tyranny of technology is folly 
in oneself, while to expose innocent 
parties to it amounts to criminal 
neglect. 

“The designer who wipes away 
whole walls, replacing them with 
glass, with a “look one hand” 
gesture, completely regardless of the 
consequences in terms of human 
comfort—physical and mental—or 
the economics of maintenance, 
heating, cleaning and curtaining, is 
in danger of being as guilty of over- 
emphasis as Ruskin. If his mind is 
out of balance his design will be 
also.” 

A building should be functional. 
How often have we heard these 
words. How often, having asked the 
speaker to define functional, have we 
been treated to a long harangue about 
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nothing. I was pleased to hear Mr. 
Baines define function. It is well 
worth remembering not merely for 
quoting but for putting into every- 
day practice. 


“A building like man has two 
lives, an inner and an outer life. 
The sum total of service that Build- 
ing can offer to man is how it 
enables him to Jive within the build- 
ing pursuing the special purposes 
for which it was designed, and how 
it enables the passer-by to derive 
that little more from life that turns 
biological existence into living well. 

“In these terms, function within is 
not me‘ely the shaping and arrang- 
ing of epaces for convenience, but 
also the physiological aspects of 
“climate” involving questions of 
comfort or discomfort over the full 
range of human senses. And not 
only these, but the less tangible 
qualitative factors, such as visual 
comfort, not a separate aesthetic 
matter but an integral part of the 
whole over which you must be 
master. So much for the inner life. 
In its outer life a building’s main 
function is to age gracefully. And 
how woefully few are the modern 
buildings that measure up to that 
criterion, either in weathering out- 
side or wearing inside.” 


Are you aware of your purpose as 


an intending architect? I hope it is 
more than just to make a living. Mr. 
Baines impressed upon students the 
necessity for 
minds to the awareness of their pur- 
pose, which he defined as: 


them to attune their 


“Our purpose is to design great 
buildings for our Clients. Great 
buildings in which they can do 
what they want to do better than 
they have ever been able to before, 
in which they can live with a mini- 
mum of discomfort and a makxi- 
mum of pleasure. Our designs are 
incomplete without their human 
material. Our buildings are only 
part of a social structure in which 
human material must take the 
strains and stresses along with the 
concrete. Within limits you can pre- 
stress concrete to make lighter 
members take heavier loads; you 
can prestress the human material 
too, with delight, pride, even 
alcohol, but like the concrete it has 
a limit and the wise Architect con- 
scious of his purpose will know 
where that limit lies and when to 
postpone his aesthetic adventures 
perhaps even for another genera- 
tion of Architects and Clients. You 
must be true to your ideals but your 
purpose is to design for Clients 
first, other Architects second and 
the thought of creating a monument 
to yourself last.” 


Have you ever given much thought 
to the question of policy or have you 
looked upon policy as a matter for 
politicians to dabble with? 

Mr. Baines suggested a policy for 
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students which he felt might help 
them towards Architecture and here 
it is: 

“First memorise the whole of 
their requirements until, like the 
words of the Actor, they become 
part of your make up, until you can 
see each and every part in your 
mind’s eye thus being able to 
arrange and re-arrange them with- 
out ever having recourse to pencil 
and paper. Carry them about in 
your mind along with a picture of 
the site and whenever you have a 
little time let them come to the front 
of your thoughts. Get a vivid im- 
pression of the Client in your mind, 
later you may find Clients can be 
extraordinary even beyond your 
imaginings, but if a theoretical pro- 
gramme does scant justice to the 
client, and far too many do, then 
create your own Client and like the 
Playwright let your creation have a 
hand in the inspiration, always, of 
course, under your control as he 
controls his characters, and as one 
day you will control yours. 

“Don’t only see the outward 
forms, but cut sections in your 
mind’s eye until the hard require- 
ments are completely plastic in your 
thoughts. Then think again, walk 
all over your building, open doors, 
enter halls, lifts, lobbies, lavatories, 
receive peopie in the main rooms, 
materials in the store room, visualise 
the builders erecting it, and then you 
and your best girl approaching it 
On foot, in a taxi, in your own Rolls 
Royce. Think of the weather at 
work on it, think of the cleaners at 
work on it, and so choose your 
materials with the same care as you 
design your surface. 

“If I may give direct advice, in 
the early stages of design don’t re- 
course to your pencil any more than 
you can help and to your board and 
tee square rarely ever. Some men 
need their pencils like babies their 
lollipops and some make _ their 
boards into millstones. Beware of 
becoming unduly immersed in 
drawing. Ability to draw is an 
essential aid to expression but it is 
up to you to decide how much the 
use of your creative ability on pre- 
sentation really developed your 
capacity to be an Architect. You 
must judge whether from becoming 
a draughtsman you are in danger of 
developing into a craftsman. Good 
handwriting will not necessarily 
make a sonnet.” 

I have taken but a few of the words 
of wisdom from this stirring address 
but would again urge you to read it 
in full in the R.I.B.A. Journal. 

Turning to the prizes themselves, I 
was pleased to note Mr. Baines had 
the same worry as myself—the lack 
of interest shown by students in these 
valuable awards. How can this be 
overcome? I have tried to find pos- 
sible solutions and Mr. Baines put the 
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following suggestion forward: 


“I have wondered if in a way the 
history of Architectural Education 
has to some extent marched past the 
prize system. Before the Schools, 
when the Profession was largely 
responsible for training, the prizes 
had life as the main exercises of 
study, but today the Schools have 
their own programmes and Students 
find little time or inclination to 
extend their exercise by entering for 
the R.I.B.A. prizes. Perhaps if the 
Schools were to strengthen collab- 
oration with the Profession by dis- 
cussing with the Institute a consider- 
able extension of the part played by 
the prizes in the School programmes, 
they could be given a new lease of 
life.” 

“ The Institute does grant exemp- 
tions from Testimonies and Theses 
to successful Students, might it not 
be possible to allow all entries of a 
good standard, even if not actual 
winners, to count as evidence of 
appropriate study? Perhaps the 
Board of Architectural Education is 
already working towards this; it 
seems to offer both a solution to the 
problem of insufficient interest and 
an opportunity for the Schools and 
the Profession to collaborate in 
developing Architectural Educa- 
tion.” 

Let us hope the Board will give 
consideration to these suggestions 
before it is too late. The competition 
system is unique to our profession; 
yet, though it is unique, it could so 
easily decay. 


Outstanding Entries 


Turning to the work submitted, I 
would say that this year there were 
three outstanding sets of entries—the 
Pugin, the Tite and the Owen Jones. 
I will deal with them in that order. 

The exhibition of drawings was 
well worth my effort to reach No. 66, 
if only to have the pleasure of seeing 
the winning drawings for the Pugin 
Studentship. These were submitted by 
Mr. J. M. Warnock of Wolverhamp- 
ton, and comprised four sensitively 
drawn sheets, beautiful pencil work. 
There had obviously been consider- 
able thought as to the choice of 
theme, in this case a chancel, and then 
a study of the individual parts, vault- 
ing, pulpit, choirstalls, tombs, etc. 

Mr. Warnock did not make the 
mistake of drawing elevations to 
quarter or half-inch merely for the 
sake of filling a sheet, but drew them 
to 1/16th inch scale, which in this 
case was all that was required. Nor 
did he repeat details for the sake of 
catching the eye of the Jury, but took 
the opportunity of showing the con- 
struction, a point all too often for- 
gotten by those who make measured 
drawings. It is to be hoped these 


drawings will be illustrated so that 
those who were not able to see them 
when on exhibition may have the 
pleasure of studying this outstanding 
set of drawings. 


The Tite Prize is awarded for the 
study of the Architecture of the 
Italian Renaissance and if you are 
tempted to look upon this as a dead 
subject you should have walked round 
the final designs submitted this year. 
A most delightful set of drawings; the 
one bright spot so far as the design 
subjects were concerned. 

Competitors were asked to imagine 
a lovely spot in Italy where, on a 
street at high level an Entrance 
Loggia to a public garden was to be 
built. From the frontage the ground 
sloped down 30 feet, at the bottom 
of the slope, flanked on either side by 
parkland and bisected along the 
centre axis by a canal, lay the garden. 

As Mr. Baines said, here was a 
challenge to one’s awareness of setting 
and purpose. To invite initially and 
then to screen and unfold, to lead 
downwards” gracefully, _lingeringly, 
almost waywardly by changes of level 
and direction, to develop anticipation 
against a background of general 
effects until the garden is reached and 
all its detailed beauty savoured with 
appetite. With a canal laid on for 
good measure, what more could a 
competitor desire? 

127 candidates sat the en loge com- 
petition and 11 were allowed to 
proceed to the final. The winner was 
Mr. Michael B. Everitt of Leicester 
and an Honourable Mention was 
awarded to Miss A. J. Ross of 
Aberdeen. 


The third outstanding contribution 
this year was the Owen Jones entries. 
Whilst there were unfortunately only 
three entries, all would, in previous 
years, have been equal to winners or 
near winners. 

Mr. Kenneth Williams, the winner, 
submitted an outstanding set of 
sheets. His colour notes, which were 
an interesting study in themselves, 
having been gathered from many 
parts of the world, were excellent and 
shows a lucid analysis as well as a 
very sensitive eye. 

I was very pleased to hear that the 
Jury welcomed the way in which Mr. 
Williams had related all his studies 
and notes directly and critically to 
Owen Jones's principles. I only had 
time to glance through the report (and 
it was one which wanted study at 
leisure) in which he had outlined 
Owen Jones’s thirty-nine principles. I 
was interested to hear from Mr. 
Williams, and I feel that his observa- 
tions on Owen Jones are worth 
passing on: Whilst most people 
regard Owen Jones as a Victorian 
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author of little value, or an author 
whose influence is limited and whose 
views are biased, | have found in his 
works an approach to colour and 
decoration which is very contem- 
porary in approach and whose views 
and principles are acceptable today 
as a necessary complement to good 
design.” 

For those who were not able to see 
the drawings submitted and who are 
contemplating entering for this prize, 
you may be interested to know that 
Mr. Williams collected his material 
over five years during travels at home 
and abroad. His submission consisted 
of fourteen sheets arranged under 
simple headings: Colour and Form— 
Black and White—Primary Colours— 
Pattern—Materials and Unity. His 
design was for a chapel in a cemetery 
in simple colours and patterns. 

Throughout the notes on the sheets 
were numerical references, in colour, 
to various principles propounded in 
Owen Jones's “Grammar of Orna- 
ment’. His sketches, notes and prin- 
ciples were directed, together with the 
critical appreciation of the Grammar, 
at reviving an interest in, and showing 
the real value of, Owen Jones’s prin- 
ciples in present day architecture. Mr. 
Williams is proposing to study in Italy 
both Roman Renaissance and con- 
temporary works of art and architec- 
ture and to analyse even further these 
so very basic principles. 

Turning from colour to words, five 
essays were submitted for the R.1.B.A. 
Silver Medal for an essay, but none 
was judged of sufficient merit to 
receive the award. Two Certificates of 
Honourable Mention were, however, 
awarded to Mr. Peter Kilby and Mr. 
Maurice Brown. Mr. Kilby took as 
his subject “Jean Tijou—Architectural 
Ironworker”. It was developed by 
means of a biographical and historical 
introduction covering the entry of 
Tijou into this country, evidence 
establishing the authorship of work 
attributed to him, his pattern book 
published in 1693 and his professional 
associates. The latter part of the essay 
dealt primarily with his work in 
Chatsworth House (1687 - 1689), 
Hampton Court Palace (1689-1699) 
and St. Paul’s Cathedral (1691-1711), 
with an assessment of his contribu- 
tion to the overall architectural effect 
in these buildings. The Jury stated 
that it was a work of historic value 
which showed evidence of consider- 
able research. It was written in simple, 
well-phrased English which carried 
the reader along with sustained in- 
terest. This is all too rare in many 
essays. 

Mr. Brown's essay was on “The 
Architectural Revolution”. The pur- 
pose of the essay was to show that 


if the great change that has come 
about in architectural practice during 
recent years is accepted as a belated 
manifestation of the Industrial Re- 
volution, we can resolve many of the 
differences that tend to divide the 


profession at the present time and 
also form a more accurate estimate 
of the qualities that will be required 
by the architect of the future. 


Any of you who may be consider- 
ing entering for this prize in the 
future may with advantage bear in 
mind the critic’s suggestion, which 
was that future essayists should 
really concentrate on word pictures 
rather than drawings to develop their 
thoughts. Some of this year’s entries 
were annoyingly interrupted by pic- 
torial illustrations frequently scrappily 
prepared. 

This year the Arthur Cates Prize 
was Offered for a study of post-war 
developments in tall building through- 
out the world, including an assess- 
ment of its value to Great Britain, to 
take the form of an illustrated critical 
essay. The prize was won by Mr. R. 
I. Savidge, whose resourcefulness puts 
many students to shame. His essay 
was compiled whilst on National 
Service as a staff officer on the G.H.Q. 
Nairobi under difficult circumstances 
which would have daunted any but 
the most resolute. 


It is interesting to note that the two 
premier fellowships, the Alfred Bos- 
som and Rose Shipman, were both 
awarded to Manchester architects. 
Mr. Eric Benson was awarded the 
former and is proposing to investigate 
“the application of pre-cast concrete 
techniques to framed structures in in- 
dividual designs.” Mr. Gibbon, who 
secured the Rose Shipman, is to 
undertake research into the architec- 
tural potentialities of concrete forms 
and finishes. If the results of these two 
gentlemen’s research are published 
our knowledge on concrete will, I feel 
certain, be much improved. 


The Saxon Snell Prize and Theak- 
ston Bequest was awarded to Mr. 
Raymond Moss, who is going to make 
an enquiry into departmental integra- 
tion in modern Danish and Swedish 
hospitals, with special reference to the 
development of the polyclinic. His 
reference to the polyclinic, he informs 
me, concerns the growing need which 
is being universally felt for the provi- 
sion of more and more accommoda- 
tion for out-patients. 


Mr. Keith McCann, who was 
awarded the Hunt Bursary, for the 
study of housing and town planning, 
is also going to Denmark and Sweden 
to study the treatment of open spaces 
in relation to modern housing and 
kindred layouts. During his studies he 


is proposing to pay special attention 
to the disposition of planting and the 
“accessories” which have become 
essential to modern layouts. 

The Andrew Prentice Bequest, 
which is for the study of Spanish 
Architecture, was awarded to Mr. J. 
A. Wells-Thorpe of Brighton, who in 
1953 was the winner of the Owen 
Jones Studentship. It is not to be 
surprised, after seeing Mr. Wells- 
Thorpe’s Owen Jones entry, that his 
subject for the Prentice Bequest bore 
affinity with colour. 

His subject was “The Use of Colour 
as an Element of Architectural Com- 
position in Spain, with particular 
reference to the Influences of 
Regional Vernacular and the Moorish 
Invasion.” 

The Grissell Gold Medal, which is 
awarded for the encouragement of 
the study of construction, does not 
appear to attract the entrants it 
should. Mr. Baines suggested that in 
future the programme might be writ- 
ten around a design of spaces for 
which a _ sympathetic construction 
design is required. Alternatively, some 
of the lessons arising from the recent 
Symposium on Drawing Office Tech- 
nique might be noted and the com- 
petition conditions reviewed in order 
to inspire fresh ideas on production 
drawings for building. It is hoped that 
these suggestions will be noted. 

There were three entrants this year 
but none was very exciting. The 
winner was Mr. Peter Robinson of 
Dundee. 

The Soane was not awarded and 
after inspecting the efforts hanging at 
No. 66 this was not surprising. If 
these efforts were intended to be 
Architecture, I must be very old- 
fashioned. The subject was a concert 
hall but you would not have appre- 
ciated this fact from the drawings. I 
rather doubt if you could have 
guessed the use of the building from 
the drawings. 

There were 125 entries, from which 
13 were selected to proceed with the 
final drawings. I was amazed to see 
that not all the 13 bothered to finish 
the drawings. I feel this is most dis- 
courteous to the Jury. 

Before I close this review I would 
like to draw students’ attention to a 
new prize offered by the London 
Association of Master Stone-masons 
for the study of Natural Stonework. 
The prize is £50 and a certificate for 
the best set of sketches illustrating the 
use of stone in buildings, and their 
setting. It is confined to Probationers 
and elected students of the R.I.B.A. 
I hope this prize may become more 
widely known than it is at present.

Modular Sizes 


FOUND the meeting of the 
Modular Society, at which the 
paper on the development of the 
number pattern was given by Mr. 
Ehrenkrantz of B.R.S., extremely 
interesting as a contribution to the 
theory behind the correct selection of 
sizes for building components. Like 
the Chairman of the meeting I was, 
and remain, somewhat uncertain as to 
whether the speaker was discussing 
mere numbers or actual sizes of com- 
ponents. It is the latter which is of the 
utmost importance if the idea of 
modular co-ordination is to become 
something truly practicable. If the 
number pattern which Mr. Ehrenk- 
rantz put forward is intended to be 
taken as the actual sizes for com- 
ponents in inches then it seems 
essential that a further selection has to 
be made if the finally agreed sizes are 
to be useful to manufacturers of 
building parts. 

Any scheme for sizes of components 
which has one inch as its basis, seems 
to indicate that there is no need for a 
module as we have been making our 
components in multiples of one inch 
ever since inches were adopted as our 
means of measurement. Although we

may need one inch dimensions these 
should be sub-multiples of whatever 
module size is selected and not the 
basis of the modular scheme. 

During the discussion it seemed 
obvious that there were those who 
leaned towards the adoption of a 4 in. 
basis for the co-ordinated size but 
there were undoubtedly others who 
seemed to accept Mr. Ehrenkrantz’s 
pattern as component sizes, probably 
because they could each see included 
in the dimensions those which they 
now use, but which some of us already 
realized gave also the differences 
which have led to the investigation of 
the use of the module. 

From the number pattern given it 
would seem to me that we really have 
in fact to make a choice between 3 in. 
and 4 in. as our national module. I do 
not think we can obtain a satisfactory 
result if we select a scheme which 
incorporates both 3 in. and 4 in. other- 
wise we shall find ourselves having to 
make the same components in the 
larger sizes with two dimensions which 
are as little as one inch different, for 
example 15 in. (3 in. x 5) and 16 in. 
(4 in. x 4) and 80 in. (4 in. x 20) and 
81 in. (3 in. x 27), which is completely 
impracticable and especially if these 
differences are in two materials or 
components which have to be married 
together, such a scheme seems to be 


the antithesis of normal standardiza- 
tion in industry let alone co-ordination. 


The selection from this number 
pattern of dimensions for components 
based on 4 in. is in fact a scientifically 
developed reason for the 4 in. module 
which has already been adopted by the 
Modular Society. One assumes that 
the Society accepted 4 in. because it 
was the American modular dimension 
and also because it is in close co- 
ordination with the 10 cm. module 
which a large part of Europe either 
use, Or seem to be intending to use, as 
the basis of their modular schemes. 
The reason for contemplating 3 in. as 
the module, or some number scheme 
such as that of Mr. Ehrenkrantz which 
includes both 3 in. and 4 in., seems to 
be based entirely on a desire to include 
the 9 in. brick which is so extensively 
used in this country. B.R.S., through 
Mr. Ehrenkrantz who was supported 
at the meeting by Mr. Foster and Mr. 
Butterworth, both of whom have been 
very closely associated with the B.R.S. 
work on bricks and their improve- 
ment, seems to be very concerned that 
any scheme for the module should 
provide for the brick in its present size: 
as in most discussions on modular co- 
ordination the brick tends to loom very 
large, although I believe it is unduly 
emphasized. While it is true that 
theoreticaliy nominal dimensions of 
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9 in. x 44 in. do not co-ordinate with 
multiples of 4 in., it was obvious from 
the views expressed by a number of 
those present at the meeting that brick- 
work does not present a serious diffi- 
culty even if the present sizes of bricks 
are retained. These statements merely 
confirm beliefs expressed in the first 
B.S.I. Report on the subject issued as 
long ago as 1951. One wonders if it 
is not desirable that there should be 
developed, as a result of the develop- 
ments on the material side advocated 
by B.R.S., a change of brick sizes 
more in keeping with modern 
methods of production, on the lines 
ventilated in the B.R.S. paper to the 
Ceramic Society which received much 
publicity in the Autumn. It is un- 
doubtedly true that in practice brick- 
layers are very little bothered by 
dimensions and lay their bricks to fit 
whatever spaces need to be filled, 
either by varying the joint width 
slightly or merely by the simple and 
quick process of cutting bricks. It is 
true that some types of bricks present 
more difficulty in cutting than others 
but on the whole the delay and the 
cost involved in brick cutting or 
adjusting lengths of brickwork to 
required dimensions seems to have 
raised very few problems in the past 
and is probably small in relation to 
the time needed to plumb corners and 
similar operations which are un- 
affected by the size of the brick. 


It may also be forgotten that the 
use of 9 in. x 44 in. gives some queer 
dimensions in relation to modules of 
either 3 in. or 4 in. such as 134 in., 
while the heights of bricks in a large 
part of our production is not based 
on 3 in. including the joint as 2 in. 
high bricks are widely used in the 
Northern parts of the country. 


B.R.S. has been advocating for 
some time, through its research work, 
changes in the materials from which 
bricks are made and it has also been 
a strong advocate of perforated and 
other types of non-solid bricks, per- 
haps more closely related to clay 
blocks. If these ideas are developed 
commercially there seems quite good 
reason that their size should also 
change and it seems likely that a per- 
forated brick or block based on one 
of these new developments could 
easily take sizes based on the 4 in. 
module, such as 12 in. x 4 in. x 4 in. 
or even 16 in. x 4 in. x 4 in. as they 
probably would not be heavier to 
handle and might in fact be easier, 
due to the slight reduction in width. 


It seems a little surprising that over 
the years concrete and sand-lime 
brick manufacturers, whose equip- 
ment appears to involve less capital 
expenditure, have not in fact departed 
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from the traditional clay brick size 
and one can but assume it is because 
much of their production has to be 
married up with clay bricks. Whether 
or not because of the adaptability of 
such small and easily cut units as 
bricks it will be necessary to change 
the traditional brick size still seems 
questionable for the reasons given 
above. I have tried measuring laid 
brickwork and the variations of sizes 
as built are quite surprising and cer- 
tainly are not precisely related to 9 in. 
x 4} in. nor are the heights of four 
courses always 12 in. or even 13 in. 


There is undoubtedly a great deal 
of capital tied up in the brick industry 
and even if new sizes to suit the 4 in. 
module are thought desirable there 
would be no need for a rapid change 
over, but merely a slow development 
of the new sizes as plant has to be 
replaced so that the rather frightening 
factors put forward by some objectors 
to the adoption of 4 in. as a module 
may not be nearly so real as they first 
appear. 

The adoption of any basic module 
other than 4 in. seems to me to need 
extremely careful consideration from 
the aspect of this country’s export 
trade. If, as reports indicate, the Con- 
tinent is to adopt a 10 cm. module, 
allowing for normal manufacturing 
tolerances, most components made to 
comply with dimensions based on 
4 in. are likely to be reasonably inter- 
changeable with those based on 
10 cm. The adoption of similar dimen- 
sions would give many industries in 
this country an opportunity to supply 
the same goods made for the home 
market also to Continental markets. 
If we cannot accept metric dimen- 
sions in this country, and it seems that 
we cannot until U.S.A. and the Com- 
monwealth are also willing to aban- 
don the foot, we certainly should do 
all we can to select dimensions for 
our products which are usable in 
conjunction with metric dimensions. 


The industrialization of building is 
growing rapidly and it is essential that 
components which may be needed for 
use in either traditional or non- 
traditional forms of construction 
should be of the same dimensions and 
to select a basis merely because it is 
associated with the traditional South 
of England brick, which may in time 
change, seems very questionable. 

It seems that the number pattern is 
a great contribution towards reaching 
agreement on what should ultimately 
become the sizes for components. I 
remain convinced that it is most im- 
portant that any sizes for components 
selected should be based on a single 
module as it plays a vitally important 
part in ensuring a truly workable 


system. The module after all is 
actually the highest common factor in 
the dimensions to be standardized in 
industry and thus ensures a highly 
co-ordinated range. As one of the 
objects of modular co-ordination is 
surely to reduce the number of sizes 
to workable limits the use of the full 
number pattern, as advocated, seems 
unworkable from the aspect of stand- 
ardization of production. 


In past meetings of the Modular 
Society it has been pointed out that in 
fact a full range of multiples of 4 in. 
gives a set of sizes for many com- 
ponents far in excess of what any 
firm or group of firms would be pre- 
pared to mass produce or stock, but 
Mr. Ehrenkrantz’s scheme provides a 
considerably greater range. 


To sum up, if the module scheme 
is based on the inclusion of dimen- 
sions for components depending on 
the use of both 3 in. and 4 in. there 
is only a limited amount of co- 
ordination in the lower sizes and in 
fact they only match up at the 12 in. 
intervals. If, however, 3 in. or 4 in. is 
used as the highest common facior or 
module there inter-relationship 
throughout the range. It therefore 
seems essential that only one size 
should be selected as a_ national 
module and whether this be 3 in. or 
4 in. is a matter which must be 
decided, and decided as soon as 
possible, as the industrial supporters 
of the Modular Society may already 
be planning production on the basis 
of 4 in. The 4 in. module appears to 
provide a convenient scale and gives 
a distribution of components where 
they would seem to be most necessary 
for building. The resulting sizes based 
on the 4 in. module as shown by 
selection from Mr. _ Ehrenkrantz’s 
pattern seem, in fact, to take care of a 
very large number of sizes of existing 
stock factory-made components. The 
trend in the prefabrication industries, 
which seem to be growing ver) 
rapidly, has now become more appar- 
ent and the most commonly adopted 
planning size seems to be 40 in., which 
is a multiple of a 4 in. module. 

Lastly there is the possibility of 
increasing the export of our products 
which can become a major industry 
but this can only be realised if the 
dimensions selected for our com- 
ponents relate to those of other 
countries, and it is to be remembered 
that many other countries have 
already agreed a 10 cm. or 4 in 
module and these countries include 
America, Canada, India, Russia and 
most of Europe, which taken together 
is a truly large part of total consump- 
tion. Can we afford to be different?
